Several hundred families had 
been evacuated by midafternoon. 

. 100 Trucks Employed. 

Lt. Earl Davis of the State High- 
way Patrol said about 100 trucks 
were being ed in evacuating 
residents of the floodway on 
which the Federdl Government 
' @wns flowage rights. . 
| Schools in Charleston were or- 
dered to close and the school 
buildings will be used as Red 
Cross relief points. School busses 
have been offered for use in 
transporting displaced persons 
from the floodway to the Malden 
Army Air Base. 

All of the 12,000 residents of 
the 200-square-mile floodway 
were sent “official notices” late 
yesterday by Col. L. H. Foote, 
United States district engineer at 
Memphis, Tenn., informing them 
that it might be necessary to open 
the floodway to relieve pressure 
on other levees upstream on the 
Mississippi and on the Ohio river 
around Cairo, IIl. 

Floodway Opened in 1937. 

The floodway has been opened 
only once before, in 1937, when 
the worst flood since the 1927 
disaster that drove 600,000 per- 
sons from their homes, hit the 
Mississippi anti its tributaries. 

Forty Army trucks were pressed 
into service to take all persons 
out of the floodway near the point 
where the levee “fuse plug” will 
be dynamited in case it is found 
necessary to open the 139,000- 
acre basin. Engineers explained 
the evacuation is merely a pre- 
cautionary move. It has not been 
definitely decided if the floodway 
is to be opened. 


The State Highway Patrol was 
asked to keep all roads open for 
evacuation of resident of the

Bill Allows St, Louis to 
Buy | or Rent Lots or 
Buildings for This Pur- 


pose.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 17—A 


bill authorizing the city of St. 


Louis to operate off-street park- 
ing facilities was signed today by 
Gov. Forrest Smith. The law is 
effective March 9. 
Intended to relieve traffic con- 
gestion, the measure permits the 
city to buy, rent or lease lots or 
buildings for parking space. The 
city is authorized to condemn 
roperty, except buildings used 
for residential purposes. 
Under provisions of the law, St. 
Louis may operate parking lots 
itself or lease the lots or ga- 
rages. If the facilities are leased, 
the city is required to get com- 
petitive bids and award the lease 
to the highest bidder. 

Financing of Projects. 
To finance the parking facili- 
ties, the city may use general rev- 
enue funds, including money de- 
rived from leases; may issue prop- 
erty bonds or revenue bonds, 
based on operation of the facili- 
ties, or may make special benefit 
assessments against real estate in 
the affected area. 
Gov. Smith conducted a hearing 
last Wednesday on the bill. He 
heard representatives of the city, 
of the Chamber of Commerce and 
of business groups, who spoke in 
favor of the bill. He also heard 
representatives of owners of pri- 
vate parking lots and garages, 
who were strongly opposed to the 
measure. 
Sponsor of the bill, passed by 
the 1949 Legislature, was Senator 
Milton F. Napier of St. Louis. 
The 1948 Legislature, passed a 
similar bill applying to all cities 
except St. Louis. 

Proposed Sites. 

At the hearing before Gov. 
Smith, it was pointed out there 
are about 275,000 automobiles in 
the St. Louis area. About 94,000 
of these are driven to the down- 
town district, where only 22,000 
parking spaces are available. 
Parking sites proposed by the 
city inclu@e: Jefferson Memorial 
site on the riverfront; Memorial 
Plaza, except for Soldiers’ Me- 
morial block; Fifteenth-Eight- 
eenth - Chestnut - Market; the 
old Customs House at Eighth- 
Ninth-Locust-Olive; Eighth-Ninth- 
Pine - Chestnut; Sixth - Ninth - 
Lucas-Delmar, except existing 
Stix, Baer & Fuller garage; 
Broadway - Eighth - Market - 
Walnut, except York Hotel and 
Seven-Wal garage, and Thirteenth 
Fifteenth-Lucas-Gay.

MANILA, Jan. 17 (AP)—Un- 
identified assassins tonight tried 
to kill Maj. Gen. Mariano Casta- 
neda, chief of staff of the Philip- 
pines army. His senior aide, Lt. 
Col. Valentin Salgado, was killed. 
The attack occurred as the gen- 
eral, his aide and a stable orderly 
were riding horseback in Quezon 
City, eight miles north of Manila. 
Gen. Castaneda was not hurt. 
He said several bullets were fired 


at the party by persons 
with an automatic gun. 


U.S. Hearing on How Much Insect 
Poison on Produce Is Dangerous 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (UP)}— 
How much insect poison can a 
person eat safely? 

The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration opened a public hearing 
on that question today. 

It is the first step in the agen- 
cy’s plan to set up regulations 
barring the interstate shipments 
of fruits and vegetables contain- 
ing more than a “safe” residue 
of poisonous insecticides. 

The move stems from  wide- 
spread use of DDT and other new

There are no regulations cov- 
ering this now. The agency can 
prohibit the shipment across state 
lines of any food in which the 
poison content is dangerously

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High Tide Tonight Awaited for Refloating 
Battleship—Craft in Chesapeake Bay 


Apparently Undamaged. 


NORFOLK, Va., Jan. 17 (AP)— 
The Battleship Missouri ran 
aground in Chesapeake Bay one 
and a half miles east-northeast 
of Old Point Comfort today. 

Naval spokesmen had no expla- 
nation for the accident. The 
45,000-ton Missouri grounded on 
the edge of the channel near 
Thimble Shoal light. It was out- 
bound for Guantanamo, Cuba, for 
routine operations. 

The Missouri, on whose deck 
the formal Japanese surrender 
took place, is the only United 
States battleship in active service. 


Twelve tugs were unable to pull 
the «“Mighty Mo” free and a 
spokesman for Atlantic Fleet 
headquarters said there was little 
hope of floating it before the next 
high tide, at 8:40 p.m. 

The Navy said in Washington 
that the ship was in no danger 
and that there was no apparent 
damage. 

Early this afternoon the fleet 
tanker Chemung came alongside 
the Missouri and began removing 
the battleship’s supply of fuel oil 
to lighten it in preparation for 
tonight’s floating attempt.

RECORD G.M.0. PROFIT, 
GOD MILLION IN 1349 


Chairman Sloan Figures Tax 
Payments of All Types 
at Billion. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17 (UP)— 
Generai Motors Corp. made rec- 
ord net profits of more than 
$600,000,000 last’ year, Alfred P. 
Sloan Jr., chairman of the board, 
disclosed today. He figured cor- 
poration and personal income 
taxes and excess and other levies 
had taken a billion dollars. 

Addressing 500 leaders in in- 
dustry, finance and civic affairs 
at a “Forward From Fifty” lunch- 
eon, preliminary to his company’s 
annual automobile show, opening 
Thursday, Sloan termed. 1949 a 
“satisfactory” year for ythe in- 
dustry and for General Motors. 

Last year’s profits, he said, 
“are likely to move up to over 
$600,000,000.” Such a figure is 
well over $13 per share on out- 
standing common stock, on which 
1949 dividends totaled $8 per 
share. In 1948, net income 
amounted to $440,447,724, or $9.72 
a common share; while common 


dividends that year aggregated 
$4.50. 


Comparison With 1936. 

“If we compare 1949 with 
1936,” he said, “we find that the 
return on capital employed rose 
only 3 percentage points. To 
accomplish this we had to in- 
crease our sales in terms of 1949 
dollars from $2,500,000,000 for 
1936 to $5,500,000,000 in 1949.” 

G.M. had available for taxes 
and profits in 1949, he said, some- 
thing over $1,100,000,000, 

“The only way the stockholders 
can get their profits,” he con- 
tinued, “is through dividends. Of 
this $1,100,000,000, the Govern- 
ment ‘take’ in corporation and in- 
dividual income taxes, based on 
1949 profits, is estimated to be 
more than $600,000,000. Thus 
there is left for the stockholders 
spendable income of about $500,- 
But, in addition, the 
business that the stockholders 
created paid the Government 
$400,000,000 in excise and other 
taxes for 1949. It would seem to 
me that the politicians should be 
inclined to encourage a perform- 
ance of this magnitude.” 


Restriction on Earnings. 


In recent years, Sloan warned, 
“economic incentive has been 
weakened by the ever-increasing 
‘take’ of Government. I fear the 
effect is beginning to be felt on 
the economy. 

“No matter how great his ac- 
complishment, the individual to- 
day cannot hope to earn much 
more than enough to provide for 
his current needs and for a pen- 
sion at retirement.” 

The respousibility and self-re- 
liance of. the individual, Sloan 
said, “can be diluted by the over- 
solicitude Of a welfare state.” 

The motor industry, Sloan as- 


ened this prediction, however, 

with the remark that “I thought 

exactly the same thing a year 
ago,”

President Truman will fly to 
Columbia, Mo., June 9 to receive 
an honorary doctor of laws de- 
gree from the University of Mis- 
souri and to speak at commence- 
ment exercises. In the afternoon, 
he will come to St. Louis. 

Tentative schedule for the di- 
vision reunion includes a ball and 
show, with the President and his 
party as guests, at 8 p.m. June 
9 in Kiel Auditorium convention 
hall; a parade at 11 am. June 
10, memorial service at 12:30 p.m. 
on Memorial Plaza, and a recep- 
tion for the President and his 
party at 3 p.m. at Grant’s Farm 
on Gravois road. 

The President commanded Bat- 
tery D, 129th Field Artillery, of 
the Thirty-fifth Division in World 
War I. He regularly attends the 
division’s annual reunions. 

After the White House meet- 
ing, Mayor Darst told reporters 
President“ Truman expressed 
much interest in the proposed St. 
Paul to New Orleans parkway and 
in the riverfront memorial. He 
added that there was no discus- 
sion of Missouri politics.

DENHAM READY 
T0 USE TAFT ACT 
IN MINE STRIKE 


Aids Say He Plans to 
- Seek Injunction Against 
Lewis and UMW Prob. 


ably Tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (UP) 
—Robert N. Denham, general 
counsel of the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, today prepared to 
invoke the injunctive powers of 
the Taft-Hartley act against John 
L. Lewis and his coal miners. 

Denham’s staff aids said he 
plans to issue a formal complaint 
against Lewis and the United 
Mine Workers probably tomor- 
row with a view to ending the 
current strikes. 

“Hopes” to Act Soon, 

Denham, who has been study- 
ing coal operators’ complaints 
against Lewis for the last week, 
told the United Press he has com- 
pleted his investigation and 
“hopes” to act soon. (The Asso- 
ciated Press quoted Denham as 
saying “paper” work would not 
be completed before tomorrow 
afternoon.) 

His‘ action might be tempered, 
however, by White House deci- 
sions. President Truman still is 
resisting demands for a presi- 
dential crack-down against Lewis, 
but Government officials said 
“one big blizzard” could force 
him to seek a Taft-Hartley in- 
junction without waiting for the 
NLRB general counsel to act. 

An appeal by Senator Brewster 
(Rep.), Maine, to invoke the Taft- 
Hartley Act against Lewis was re- 
jected by Truman. After seeing 
the President today Brewster told 
reporters the President said he 
felt “the time has not yet ar- 
rived” to use the national emer- 
gency provisions of the law. 

Under the emergency provi- 
sions of the act, the President 
could seek a court injunction to 
restore full production in the 
coal mines for 80 days. 

“Not Allergic” to Law. 

The President made it plain, 
Brewster said, that he is “not 
allergic” to the Taft-Hartley Act, 
since he has used it seven times. 

“The President said he would 
not hesitate if a situation arose 
in which he could satisfy a court 
that a national emergency exists,” 
Brewster said. 

“But he said he still feels that 
the time has not yet arrived.” 

Meanwhile the latest coal strike 
had made 79,000 miners idle in

000 units was started in De- 
cember, the highest number 
since 1939. 

The BLS said the average 
construction cost of one-family 
houses in the July-September 
period was $7625 or $400 be- 
low the figure for the same 
period in 1948. 


FOREST FIRE OUT 
OF CONTROL NEAR 
COLORADO SPRINGS

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
Jan. 17 (AP)—Flames, running on 
winds of hurricane force, swept | 
a tinder-dry 50-square mile area 
just south of here today. They 
destroyed ranch houses and sum- 
mer cabins, roared among the 
wooden buildings of Camp Car- 
son and surrounded the famed 
Cheyenne mountain zoo. 

Twelve hours after the fire 
broke out, an estimated 7000 fire- 
fighters including 3000 soldiers, 
still were fighting a losing battle. 
Many had been blistered or over- 
come by smoke. No deaths were 
reported. 

The blaze was out of control on 
three sides, Along the north edge, 
it had been halted in the open 
ground surrounding the exclusive 
Broadmoor Hotel and the wealthy 
homes nearby. 

Backdrafts were lashing it 
west up the timbered slopes of 
Cheyenne, The wind, blowing 
southeast around 50 miles an 
hour with gusts up to 72, had 
fanned the fire 10 miles east, 
across two main highways. 

In one giant leap of 1000 
yards, flames topped a ridge and 
bulldozed firelines into the Camp 
Carson buildings. Within seconds, 
15 of them were aflame, accord- 
ing to Colorado Springs Fire 
Chief Fred Lausch. 

Meanwhile, 35 persons, includ- 
ing Associated Press reporter Ben 
Funk, were encircled at the Bens- 
berg ranch, near here. Funk, in 
a telephone conversation with the 
Associated Press bureau in Den- 
ver, said Camp Carson soldiers in 
the group were fighting to keep 
the flames from the ranch house.

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CHARTER BOARD 
APPROVES PLAN 


FOR INITIATIVE 
AND REFERENDUM 


Clause Is Similar to That 
Now in Force, but Pro- 
vides Mayor Must Ap- 
prove Popular Vote in 
Some Instances. 


Proposals for the initiative and 
the referendum were approved by 
the Board of Freeholders for in- 
clusion in the: proposed new City 
Charter last night. In general, 
the proposals contained no sub- 
stantial changes from provisions 
now in force. 

The Charter section dealing 
with the referendum, under which 
the people have power to approve 
or reject at the polls any ordi- 
nance passed by the Board of Al- 
dermen, was approved unanimous- 
ly, but provisions for the initiative 
provoked considerable discussion. 

As adopted, 6-to-2, on recom- 
mendation of the board’s commit- 

«tee on legislative department, the 
initiative would give the people 
power to propose any ordinance 
or amendment to the Charter, ex- 
cept that in certain instances pri- 
or approval of the Mayor would 
be recuired before ordinances 
could be submitted at the polls. 
Objection by Chadeayne. 

Henry F. Chadeayne, board 
member, objected vigorously to 
the requirement that the Mayor 
approve the _ initiative proposal 
before its submission to the voters. 
He noted that the Mayor’s rec- 

-ommendation would be required 
before the Board of Aldermen 
could pass an appropriation meas- 
ure, for example, but said this 
should not be required when the 
ordinance was proposed under the 
initiative. 

The initiative, he said, served 
the people as redress against fail- 
ure of the Aldermen to adopt an 
ordinance and it also should serve 
the people as a safeguard against 
failure of the Mayor to recom- 
mend passage of an ordinance in 
those cases where his recommen- 
dation is a Charter requirement. 

“We're providing a strong- 
Mayor type of Government, 
Chadeayne said, “and under it 
we are providing that his recom- 
mendation be required before the 
Board of Aldermen may act on 

» some ordinances. 

“Nevertheless, it is conceivable 
that the Mayor might refuse to 
function. I think of the initia- 
tive as giving the people the 
chance to do something they’ve 
been unable to persuade their of- 
ficials to do. It may be unwise 
at times, but the people are the 
safest depositories of this power. 

majority of the committee, 
Badd. reported they felt that 
the Mayor would be unwilling to 
withhold his recommendation | in 
the face of a substantial showing 
by the voters on an initiative pe- 
tition. 

Provisions of Clause. 

Under the initiative, an ordi- 
nance may be proposed on pe- 
tition signed by 5 per cent of the 
voters at the time of the last 
mayoralty election, except that in 
case of appropriations, city plan- 
ning and omer matters, approval 
of the Mayor would be required 
before submission. In the case 
of a charter amendment, 10 per 
cent of the registered voters 
would be required. 

The board’s committee on ad- 
ministrative department, at an 
earlier meeting yesterday, tenta- 
tively approved a recommenda- 
tion that would increase the sal- 
ary of Mayor from $10,000 to 
$25,000 a year. This increase, 
however, would not apply until

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 17— 
The State Board of Mediation 
had under advisement today the 
question whether a new wage 
contract dispute between St. 
Louis Public Service Co. and its 
operating employes must be set- 
tled by private arbitration or by 


a public hearing panel to be set 
up under the state public utility 
no-strike law. 

Vance Julian, chairman of the 
board, announced at the conclu- 
sion of a hearing yesterday aft- 
ernoon for representatives of the 
company and employes union 
that the board would have a de- 
cision ready within two weeks. 

Julian obtained an agreement 
from both sides that negotiations 
would be continued in the mean- 
time in an attempt to work out a 
new contract. A meeting for this 
purpose, in St. Louis, is tenta- 
tively set for tomorrow, union of- 
ficers said. 

Argument Over Procedure. 

The hearing, largely involving 
legal arguments, developed sharp 
conflict between company and 
union representatives on proced- 
ure for negotiating a 1950 con- 


tract to replace the 1949 agree- 


ment, terminated by the company. 

The company contends the 1949 
contract was canceled effective 
last Dec. 31 and no longer is in 
existence, under a termination no- 
tice given to the union last Oct. 
31. The private arbitration clause 
in the contract no longer is effec- 
tive, it was asstrted. 

Company counsel declared any 
questions now unsettled should be 
referred to a public hearing panel 
to be established under the King- 
Thompson no-strike law. It was 
contended that since no agree- 
ment had been reached on arbi- 
tration, procedure under the pub- 
lic hearing panel provision of 
that act was mandatory. 

Union’s Position. 


Counsel for Local No. 788, AFL 
Association of Street, Electric 
Railway and Motor Coach Em- 
ployes, contended the union had 
invoked the arbitration clause of 
the 1949 contract, by notice to 
the company, and asked the board 
to compel the company to abide 
by arbitration provisions of the 
contract. 

Validity of the contract ter- 
mination notice given by the com- 
pany was questioned by the union. 
The arbitration provisions still 
were in effect, it was said. Public 
hearing panel provisions of the 
no-strike law do not apply, it was 
contended. when a contract con- 
tains provisions for voluntary ar- 
bitration, except. when the two 
Sides fail to agree in an arbitra- 
tion proceeding. 

Bernard Cushman of W ashing- 
ton, counsel for the union, pointed 
out that the recommendations of 
a fact-finding or public hearing 
panel set up under the King- 
Thompson law are not final and 
binding.

Court of Appeals. Orders 
New Tria! of Case of 
Wealthy 91-Year-Old 
Widow. 


The finding of a jury on April 
22, 1948, that Mrs. Elizabeth S. 
Delany, 9l-year-old widow, was 
of unsound mind was reversed 
today by the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals which ordered the case 
remanded to the St. Louis circuit 
court for a new trial. 

In an opinion written by Com- 
missioner Walter E. Bennick, the 
court found certain evidence con- 
cerning the character and action 
of Mrs. Marie Schaefer, daughter 
of Mrs. Delany’s housekeeper, had 
been improperly admitted and 
had probably influenced the ver- 
dict of the jury. 

Mrs. Schaefer had been reared 
in the Denay home at 5105 Lindell 
del boulevard and there was some 
testimony she had been regarded 


by the wealthy widow in the light 
of a foster daughter. The evidence 
objected to had to do with Mrs. 
Schaefer’s reputation for giving 
disorderly parties and _ getting 
drunk %n occasion outside the 
home. 

“It is a most serious thing to 
be declared of unsound mind,” 
the opinion stated, “and no one 
should have such a judgment pro- 
nounced against him except upon 
a preponderance of convincing evi- 
dence meeting all the legal re- 
quirements. 

“How she (Mrs. Delany) reacted 
to the conduct of others, includ- 
ing that of her foster daughter, 
Marie, would undoubtedly have 
been a material factor if she 
was directly involved in or 
affected by such conduct, or was 
in some manner called upon to 
respond to it. But how could 
her ‘mental competency have 
been shown by proof that Marie 
was ejected from a night club in 
Saugatuck, Mich., when Mrs. De- 
lany was not present and was in 
no wise concerned. with the in-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP)— 
Senate Democrats united today 
behind President Truman's 
“hands-off” policy on Formosa. 

Senator Lucas of Illinois, the 
Democratic leader, said a party 
caucus showed that all of the 
Democrats support the stand of 
the President and Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson in refusing 
to give military aid to the Chinese 
Nationalists on the island. 

“The Democrats think the State 


Department and the President are 
definitely right in the actions they 
have taken,” Lucas told reporters. 
“The Democrats are fearful that 
any intervention there ultimately 
will mean war.” 

Republicans Are Critical. 

Republicans have taken the 
lead in sharp criticism of the 
President for refusing to move to 
make Formosa, an island 100 
miles off the China coast, secure 
against attack by Chinese Com- 
munists.

WEST REICH RATIONING EASED 


BONN, Jan. 17 (AP)—The west 
German federal republic an- 
nounced today the end of all food 
rationing except sugar, effective 
March 1. 


The son en-

Although he never appeared for 
trial, his son, Alfried, was seén- 
tenced in 1948 by an Allied tri- 
bunal to 12 years in prison on 
charges of using slave labor and 
plundering property in countries 
seized by the Nazis. 

After World War I, the treaty 
of Versailles ordered the destruc- 
tion of $25,000,000 worth of Krupp 
war material. When the French 
roccupied the Ruhr in 1923, Gus- 
tav and several of his directors 
were imprisoned for six months 
for “passive resistance” to the 
occupation.

Cairo Gauge Rises. 

Foote issued his orders as the 
river gauge at Cairo inched up- 
ward toward a 55.5-foot crest ex- 
pected Thursday. The river al- 
ready was 14 feet above flood 
stage and less than five feet be- 
low the 1937 high. 

As the Red Cross and other 
agencies set up refugee camps, 
a National Guard company and 
several truck loads of other 
workers, labored to bolster a levee 
near Wyatt, Mo. 

To the southwest, in Arkansas, 
two privately built levees gave 
way along the St. Francis river, 
near Paragould, and others were 
threatened by high flood tides. 

The St. Francis, the Ouachita, 
the White and the Little Red 
rivers fanned out over 15 Ar- 
kansas counties and at least 350 
families were driven from their 
homes. The Red Cross reported 
430 families affected by high 
waters in Dyer county in west 
Tennessee. 

At Vincennes, Ind., flood fight- 
ers retreated ffom the Wabash 
river levee to establish a second 
line of defense. For several blocks 
parallel with the river, a sand- 
bag barrier was being thrown up 
at distances 40 to 100 feet back 
from the 29-foot flood wall. 

Water trickling over and seep- 
ing through the wall was filling 
in the space between the wall and 
the new barrier. A third defense 
barrier was being erected at one 
point near the George Rogers 
Clark memorial. 

The river reached 28.08 feet this 
morning and was still rising. Its 
crest is not expected before Fri- 
day. 

The Wabash crested upstream 
for the second time in two weeks 
at Terre Haute last night. It 
leveled off at 26 feet, 12 feet 
above flood stage. 

The Qhio river continued a 
steady rise in southern Illinois. 
More rain is expected tomorrow 
in the Ohio valley. At Rosiclare, 
Ill., water covered Front street 
and 40 business houses closed or 
their stocks were moved to higher 
ground. About 250 of the 2000 
residents were driven from their 
homes. 

Old Shawneetown, IIl., was iso- 
lated. Truck, boat and automo- 
bile relays took food and mail 
into the town. 

In the Carmi (lll.) area, the 
Red Cross used trucks, boats and 
men to evacuate residents of 
Maunie, Rising Sun, Concord and 
New Haven, Ill, all on the Wa- 
bash or Little Wabash. About 
two-thirds of the 1450 residents 
of the four towns refused to 
leave their homes. Residents 
who have been evacuated are liv- 
ing in private homes or box cars 
at Carmi. 

In Kentucky, rapidly rising 
creeks and rivers which already 
have driven approximately 1500 
persons from their homes -threat- 
ened more families today. The 
Red Cross reported that most of 
the families forced to abandon 
their homes are centered at Stur- 
gis, in Union county, and Cal- 
houn, in McLean county. Flood 
conditions were caused by the 
Green, Tradewater and Cumber- 
land rivers, which continue to 
rise.

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number of striking coal miners in 
six states to more than 179,000 
today, with paralysis spreading to 
new areas. Yesterday 64,500 min- 
ers were idle. 


Five additional steel company 
mines employing 1800 men were 
forced to close in Alabama. Al- 
most all the 7300 miners who re- 
fused to work in Alabama are em- 
ployed by either the United 
States Steel Corp. or Republic 
Steel Corp. 

About 50,600 Pennsylvania soft 
coal diggers are staying at home 
out of the state’s total of 100,000. 
Motorized bands of pickets ex- 
tended the no contract-no work 
strike into céntral Pennsylvania, 
where two Cambria county pits 
and three in Indiana county were 
forced to close. The Cambria 
mines are owned by Bethlehem 
Steel Co. 

A mass meeting of miners was 
called at Brownsville, Pa., Thurs- 
day. Committeeman Althone 
Brown of Maxwell local of the 
union refused to say why the 
meeting was called. 

Brown said action of the Union 
Supply Co. in cutting off miners’ 
credit at mining town stores is 
bringing new hardship to diggers’ 
families. 

“We had to send children off 
to school hungry around here to- 
day,” Brown declared grimly. 

A spokesman for United States 
Steel said the corporation was 
just following good business prac- 
tice when it stopped the miners’ 
credit. He explained: 

“Since July, bills have gone 
beyond what would be good busi- 
ness practice. We've helped the 
miners over the hump many 
times, not only during strikes. 
But we've reached a point where 
we can’t go any further with it.” 

This is the third week of the 
“now you see it, now you don’t” 
coal strikes. First, 16,000 UMW 
members in Illinois quit work. 
The next week they went back 
to work as about 70,000 miners 
walked off the job in other 
states. 

Six days ago Lewis “suggested” 
to his miners that they return to 
work. Instead, more miners quit 
work. 

Liberal credit is one of the 
prime attractions of a company 
store. The credit shut-off hits 
miners hard. H. C. Frick Co., 
primary owner of Union Supply, 
also employs about 11,000 diggers 
in its own mines. But Union 
Supply also has stores at opera- 
tions of Jones & Laughlin and 
Republic Steel Corp., as well as 
in other western Pennsylvania 
captive-mine towns. 

“The county public assistance

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HEARING ON EXTENSION 
OF U.S. MILK CONTROLS 


Proposal Would Widen Pro- 
gram to Include St. Louis 
County Market. 


A hearing on a proposal to ex- 
tend federal control of milk mar- 
meting to the suburban St. Louis 
area will be conducted Feb. 23 
at the Broadview Hotel in East 
St. Louis. 

Under the proposal, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture would set 
minimum prices which handlers 
and distributors would be required 
to pay dairymen supplying the 
market. St. Louis dairies already 
are under the milk marketing 
program. 

The Sanitary Milk Producers, 
which represents more than two- 
thirds of the dairymen in this 
area, asked that federal control 
be extended to include the part 
of St. Louis county not now cov- 
ered by the marketing agreement. 
In addition, the producers asked 
for federal control in Jefferson 
and St. Charles counties of Mis- 
souri and in St. Clair, Bond, Mad- 
ison, Monroe and Clinton counties 
in Illinois. 


Russell E. Spaulding, general 
manager of Sanitary Milk Produc- 
ers, explained his group wanted 
the base price paid to producers 
by distributors in the suburban 
area tied to the price paid by St. 
Louis dairies.. “It would insure

prices,” Spaulding said. 


CYCLOTRON MAKES 
A NEW ELEMENT 
AT CALIFORNIA U. 


BERKELEY, Calif., Jan. 17 
(UP)—The University of Califor- 
nia announced today its atom- 
smashing cyclotron has produced 
a. new element, the heaviest 
known in the atomic scale. 

The substance, No. 97 in the 
scale, is the fifth produced by 
the cyclotron in the university's 
radiation laboratory. Scientists 
said “theoretical considerations” 
ruled out the new element’s use 
in production of atomic weapons. 

Credit for the discovery went 
to Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, pro- 
fessor of chemistry; Dr. Stanley 
G. Thompson and Albert Ghiorso, | 
research associates. Seaborg has | 
been co-discoverer of four of the 
five new elements produced in 
the cyclotron. 

The newest element tentatively 
has been named berkelium. The | 
announcement did not say what | 
the new element is like and what | 
might be done with it. |

Seven of the eight | 
members will maintain their) 
United Nations memberships and | 
the eighth, Ceylon, will go on 
trying to become a member, a 
consummation thus far frustrated 
by Russia. 

“But the members’ first alle- 
giance will be, not to any of these 
other commitments, but to the| 
commonwealth as such, and they 
will assume no obligations which 
take precedence over their obliga- 
tions to each other. Britain, for 
example, will not commit itself 
so deeply on the continent of 
Europe that it cannot live up to 
its responsibilities in the com- 
monwealth. British Foreign Min- 
ister Ernest Bevin affirmed this 
at Colombo, and the other dele- 
gates approved his position. 

Only the categorical impera- 
tives of an individual members’ 
survival could loom larger than 
this common allegiance to each 
other. If only Britain's ‘fraternal 
associations” with the United 
States could save the United 
Kingdom in a war, and London 
had to choose between America 
and Ceylon, would the British 
choose Ceylon? It seems doubtful. 

But the question is, quite pos- 
sibly, unreal, for Britain and 
Ceylon — and conceivably, the 
United States—will take pains to 
see that matters never reach such 
a pass that such a choice has to 
be made. ; 

Much Taken for Granted. 


The Colombo conference passed 
no formal resolutions’ setting 
these things forth explicitly. It 
probably would have considered 
such a declaration bad form. The 
delegations took the continuation 
of the commonwealth for granted. 
But the British and those who 
share their political traditions 
often do take the most important 
things for granted, and that is 
what happened at Colombo. An 
international association which 
sometimes seems to defy all the 
rules of reason has done so once 
again, and shows every sign of 
thriving on the process. 

The continued co-operation of 
the commonwealth is implied in 
every decision taken at Colombo. 

Two of these were basic: 

First, the ministers agreed on, 
a common plan of actio.: for deal- 
ing with the Communist danger 
in Asia. 

Second, they agreed it would. 
be desirable for the members of 
the commonwealth to co-operate 
in coping with problems of world 
trade and international payments, 
and especially with the difficul- 
ties arising from their dollar 
shortages. 

Backing for Bao Dai.

India and Pakistan are at dag- 
gers drawn over the question of 
Kashmir. At the same time, 
these two dominions are united 
in strong hostility toward South 
Africa because of thé latter’s dis- 
crimination against their citi- 
zens. Britain, on the other hand, 
is annoyed with both India and 
Pakistan because they are sup- 
porting a U.N. resolution calling 
for an_ investigation of social 
conditions in members’ colonies, 
including Britain’s. 

A general divergence of views 
was, moreover, apparent at Co- 
lombo between the “old” domin- 
ions and the newer ones—be- 
tween Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa on the 
one hand and, on the other, 
India, Pakistan and Ceylon. 

The older dominions are more 
interested in co-ordinating com- 
monwealth policies with those of 
the United States, they favor 
more drastic action against the 
Soviets, and they are more con- 
cerned with developments in Eu- 
rope. The newer dominions stress 
“social justice” in Asia more and 
are less eager to espouse policies

three weeks both about producing 
the new weapon and reopening 
negotiations with the Russians, 
the Times said. 

The Times said that although 
there are officials working on the 
problem who oppose the hydro- 
gen-bomb project on. moral 
grounds, and others who argue 


calling for hostile action against 
Communism in general and the 
Soviet Union in particular. 

The East Asia dominions rejoice 
greatly in their new freedom, 
moreover, and they are less in- 
clined than are the older mem- 
bers to wait on agreement within 
the commonwealth, before acting, 
and more disposed to go it alone 
independently. 

Power Trend Toward Asia. 

The older dominions had under- 
stood that none of the common- 
wealth nations would recognize 
the Chinese Communists until all 
had had a chance to discuss the 
question of recognition at Colom- 
bo. India, Pakistan and Ceylon 
went ahead on their own, however, 
and recognized Peiping without 
waiting for the others—and so did 
Britain itself. Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa 
have yet to do so. 

The centrifugal forces were 
thus strong at Colombo. Power 
has, indeed, long been moving 
outward from the center of the 
commonwealth, first from Britain 
to the “white” dominions and 
now from Britain and the ‘‘white” 
dominions to the new Asiatic 
members. 

The commonwealth does not 
even call itself “British” officially 
any more; it is, simply, “the com- 
monwealth of nations.”

peared asking that churches be taxed. 
At first I was against the idea but after 
spending several weeks looking over 
Moody’s, Poor’s and other authorities I 
also believe churches should be taxed. 

For centuries the Christian church 
hanned usury. It branded those en- 
gaged in usury as heretics, but now, 
from the looks of things, the church is 
as deeply engaged in usury as many 
commercial organizations. 

In 1932, during the period of bank 
failures, the Rev. Charles Coughlin 
stated over the radio that in Detroit's 
closed banks, alone, there were $25,- 
000,000 of church bonds. 

In an action by the Securities Com- 
mission suspending a broker (1943), it 
was brought out that a single church or- 
ganization bought and sold through this 
broker several million dollars’ worth of 
bonds in three years. 

In the late George Norris’ fight for 
TVA, it was brought out on the floor 
of the Senate that in North Carolina, 
a religious organization protested against 
a municipality boilding its own electric 
light plant, because it would “interfere” 
with the church’s investments. 

In the case of the loan shark lobby 
at Jefferson City, the churches did 
nothing. Theda Bible condemns usury 
time and time again. Yet the tax-free 
church does nothing. 

Taxes have gone up on real estate 
until it is almost unbearable, while the 
organized churches, owning large hold- 
ings of real estate beside their stocks 
and bonds, are tax-free. That is unjust. 
They should be taxed like any other 
financial institution. They do nothing

Chaos to What End? 


The loyalty of coal miners generally to John 
L. Lewis is wholly understandable. Over the 
years he has done so much to improve their 
grim lot in life that they naturally look on = 
as their chief benefactor. He has often single- 
handedly battled both mine operators and gov- 
ernment officials. Out of these battles have 
come a shorter working week, higher wages and 
a welfare plan.

In 
six states, including such important coal pro- 
ducers as Pennsylvania, Ohio, Kentucky and West 
Virginia, miners were described as “refusing” 
to obey the Lewis “suggestion” that they return 
to work. 

Just what does John L. Lewis either expect 
or hope to gain by such chaos in the coal indus- 
try at the peak of winter? What good does\he 
think it will do the miners in his union to lese 
hundreds of thousands of tons of coal consu 
tion through the cancellation of trains? What 
benefit does he think will come from reduging 
coal stocks so Jow—the lowest perhaps since 1933 
—that state hospitals in Illinois were ordered 
dimmed out, as if it were wartime, and schools 
in St. Louis county face the prospect of clos- 
ing their doors? How much will this idleness 
build up the depleted pension fund? 

The Truman Administration is loath to use 
the Taft-Hartley Act and so has kept hands off. 
But how long does the White House think this 
situation can be allowed to run before the Ad- 
ministration will be forced to come to grips 
with it? Two years ago this coming April the 
President dcelared the existence of an emergen- 
cy in coal production and at that time there was 
more coal above ground than there presumably 
is now. We say presumably because Federal 
Mines Director Boyd has been slow about issuing 
reports on current coal stocks. 

If the Truman Administration is trying to do 
the politically safe thing, it had better think of 
the consequences which may flow from this chaos 
into the polling places in the primaries and elec- 
tions ahead. ' Take, for example, the situation 
of Majority Leader Scott W. Lucas. Will his 
chances for re-election in Illinois be improved 
any by this condition? Or consider the case 
of Senator Donnell in Missouri. Will the Ad- 
ministration be any more likely to defeat him 
because it failed to handle the coal strike? 

Senator Lucas appealed personally to the 
President to get the mines back into operation. 
The most that has come from the White House.- 
is that Mr. Truman will act when he “thinks 
the situation justifies it.” 

Whether it is time to act under the law, it 
is long since time for the Administration to be 


far more persuasive than it has been.

“Intruder in the Dust” 


Arriving in the same season with other good 
motion pictures, such as “Battleground” and “All 
the King’s Men,” the film “Intruder in the 
Dust” is more than a fine picture. It is a study 
in abnegation by Hollywood. 

“Intruder in the Dust” deals with the dignity 
of the individual, the emptiness of hatred and 
the value of law against the mob, but it is not 
abstract. The film is faithful to its scene—a Mis- 
sissippi town. It is faithful to its people, who are 
the people of the town. And it is faithful to 
the theme of the book by William Faulkner, who 
knows the-town and the people and portrayed 
them brilliantly. 

Hollywood can outdo itself by the elementary 
proces¢ of doing only what has to be done, and 
doing it honestly. In this case, the producers did 
not seek to improve, glamorize or decorate their 
material. They added neither spangles nor sac- 
charin. The result is mature and exciting enter- 
tainment, and a welcome intruder among scores 
of Grade B epics. 
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Fritalux vs. Finebel 

What is described in Paris as a five-nation 
dilemma confronts France, Italy, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. They don’t know 
whether to name their economic agreement 
Fritalux or Finebel, either of which would be 
an international nonesuch, and neither apropos 
of anything but a desire for abbreviation. 

Fritalux sounds a great deal like something 
crispy-crunchy, requiring sugar and cream. Fine- 
bel simply doesn’t ring true. And each name is 
longer than the initials of .the five countries. 
Since the final choice is to christen an economic 
pact, the statesmen ought to practice economy. 
Nfilb might do. Or they could refer to the union 
as Bfnli without fear of contradiction. 

In the interest of pronunciation, though, it 
seems more advisable. to adopt the name of, 
Binif, after the resort of Banff, ‘pronounced! 
bamf. Then the five nations might call them- 
selves bimf, or just anything at all. 
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Bevond the Freeholders’ Power 

Perhaps the ‘worst frustration encountered so 
far by the Freeholders in their work of revamp- 
ing the City Government is the State Constitu- 
tion’s four-year limit on the terms of municipal 
officials. This caused trouble in the effort to 
keep the fire chief out of politics, and it has 
turned up as a major obstacle in connection with 
the civil service director. If that post cannot 
be placed beyond manipulation by the politicians, 
the whole merit system may be undermined. 

But the Freeholders have been reminded by 
their legal advisers, Mr. Stemmler and Mr. Li- 
berman, of the constitutional provision. And 
that amounts to putting the office of the chief 
personnel officer at the disposal of the Mayor 
every four years. No rule against participation 
in politics can really overcome this basic limi- 
tation on tenure. If a Mayor wants to be guided 
by political considerations in filling this post, 
how is he to be prevented from doing so as 
long as the job is automatically vacated at least 
once in every mayoral term? 

The best that the Freeholders can do by their 
own authority in this situation cannot be good 
enough. Fortunately, Chairman Tucker and his 
associates realized from the outset that they 
would encounter problems of this nature. So 
they have been giving them much thought. This 
has led to the suggestion that they place be- 
fore the voters not only a charter which could 
be adopted under existing law, but that they 
also bring forward suggestions for desirable 
changes in that law. 

One such recommendation certainly should be 
for an amendment te the State Constitution 
which would enable municipalities to take as 
many of their officials as they deem desirable 
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out of partisan politics. The civil service sit- 
uation makes such a change just about manda- 
tory. If the Freeholders can start a successful 
campaign for this, the way will be open for the 
early adoption of an amendment to their own 
charter, one which would make it what they 
really want it to be. 
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How Many Is Immaterial 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover has responded 
to the criticism of his agents for the despicable 


- practice of tapping wires. He says that the FBI 


has 170 telephones in this country and its pos- 
sessions tapped fof internal security investiga- 
tions. Presumably the idea which Director 
Hoover seeks to convey is that the number of 
phones now under tap is a small one. 


Is not the precise number irrelevant? It seems 
to us that it is. Anyway we should suppose that 
the number of eavesdropping operations would 
vary from time to time. Perhaps there are 


moments when not a single agent is listening in © 


on private conversations. On other occasions 
there could well be many more than 170. Mr. 
Hoover did not say how many there were at the 
height of the postwar loyalty check: hysteria. 

But the test is not in numbers, The agent who 
listens in on one line listens in on many conver- 
sations. As the late Justice Brandeis put it: 
“Whenever a telephone line is tapped, the pri- 
vacy of persons at both ends is invaded, and all 
conversations between them on any subject, and 
although proper, confidential and privileged, 
may be overheard.” A government agent in the 
Nardone alcohol smuggling investigation said 
that he listened to “several thousand conversa- 
tions of persons who had no connection with 
the case.” 

On that basis, J. Edgar Hoover’s 170 phones 

could produce 300,000 or more illegally over- 
heard conversations. Thé issue is not extent, but 
legality. Congress outlawed wire-tapping by fed- 
eral agents in 1934. Why then does the FBI not 
set an example by obeying the law? The plea 
that “modern techniques” are needed to deal 
with spies and saboteurs is not very impressive. 
Hitler and Mussolini said that their totalitarian 
regimes were modern political means for dealing 
with problems with which “outmoded” democra- 
cy could not cope. 
. Director Hoover surely does not want even 
to seem to defend the tapping of wires in the 
same terms that the police state dictators at- 
tempted to justify their tule of oppression and 
snooping and spying on private citizens? 
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What About Korea? 


While Senators Taft and Knowjand are call- 
ing loudly for American protection of Formosa, 
what is their cencern about Korea, some 500 
miles to the northeast of Chiang Kai-shek’s none- 
too-tight little island? 

Ambassador-at-Large Jessup has just felt it 
necessary to adjure the National Assembly of 
the Korean republic to stand up for personal 
freedoms. It is a radical philosophy in Seoul, 
for the republican government has had a strong 
totalitarian tinge ever since it was set up after 
liberation of the country from Japan. Now, fur- 
thermore, South Korea’s peril, with hostile, Rus- 
sian-trained Communist forces looking down the 
peninsula from the north, supports the argument 
for still further total measures in self-defense. 

Syngman Rhee, head of the Korean republic, 
would perhaps not find much to argue about 
with Chiang Kai-shek. He was not merely sus- 
tained by the United States Government, as 
was Chiang; he was installed under its aegis. 
His regime is not menaced by armies across a 
protecting strait: it is menaced by armies across 
an imaginary line. ; 

While so many drums beat for Formosa, does 
no drum beat for Korea, in behalf of its in- 
tegrity and its search for free popular govern- 
ment? After four years of effort in South 
Korea, with money and troops and counsél, the 
only tangible mark the United States has made 
upon it is still a question mark. 
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Fair Deal and the British Election | 

February 23 is the date when the world’s most 
prominent Socialist government will be judged 
by the voters. On that date will be held the 
British parliamentary election, which many 
Americans have been looking forward to with 
almost as much expectation as Britons. 

But much American interest is based on a 
misconception. The welfare state will not be 
the issue. As many Conservative candidates 
have made clear, there is no thought of back- 
tracking, of undoing what the Labor Govern- 
ment already has done, in most fields at least. 

In addition to the usual question of compe- 


‘tence of individuals, there are three major 


specific issues campaign orators are likely to 
talk about. First is the question of whether 
to nationalize the steel industry. The Labor 
Government could have done so last year. It 
had the. votes in Parliament, but it decided 
that before taking this decisive step on the road 
to complete Socialism it ought to consult the 
people. This lesson in how democracies should 
be run could well be copied both by Socialists 
and free enterprisers the world over. 

The second major question is the degree of 
exasperation of the average Briton, and the 
average British housewife, with controls, stand- 
ing in line, ration cards and all the other para- 
phernalia which assure every Briton a share in 
a severely and necessarily limited supply of all 
commodities. Third is the basic problem of level- 
ing, of the trend toward disappearance of the 
superior standard of living enjoyed by the mid- 
dle class. 

British voters will be deciding on Feb. 23 
whether to continue socialization or whether to 
stop approximately where they are, for the pres- 
ent at least. The Fair Deal is not the issue. 
The British already have moved beyond that. 
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Progress in Safety 

The Safety Council of Greater St. Louis can 
take genuine satisfaction in the substantial de- 
crease in accidental deaths in this city. In 1949 
the total number of deaths by accident was 277, 
a reduction of 49 from 1948's total of 326. 

There were 26 fewer accidental deaths in 
homes, three fewer in manufacturing plants and 
14 fewer in automobile accidents on the streets. 
While all these improvements are to be com- 
mended, the decrease in motor accident deaths 
is particularly notable. The Police Department 
especially deserves credit for its part in slowing 
down so markedly the carnage on the streets. 

In the longer view, the reduction in factory 
accident deaths stands out. When the Safety 
Council was organized in 1916, so its president, 
Robert B. Brooks, reminds us, industrial acci- 
dents took an average of 100 to 120 lives a year 
in St. Louis. In 1949 the total was seven. That 
is progress and it proves that safety can be 
taught and applied.

Formosa! How beautiful a name for an 
ugly problem. Ugly, because our states- 
men, professional and lay, present toe us 
two alternatives, both dangerous. 

Shall the Chinese Nationalists keep For- 
mosa, and must we defend them, at the 
risk of embroiling ourselves in a Chinese 
war not likely to stop short of Moscow? 
Shall Formosa be turned over to Red 
China, a Communist bastion in the island 
crescent from Indo- 
nesia to the Aleu- 
tians? 

May there not be 
a third solution? 
Give Formosa to the 
Formosans? 

But who are the 
Formosans? At the 
time of the Treaty 
of Shimonoseki, when 
the island was seized 
by Japan, the Chi- 
nese constituent of 
the population was 
minor. The Chinese held the ports, the 
trade, the “squeeze.” The great majority 
of the population was a Malaysian stock, 
stubbornly resistant to Chinese penetra- 
tion, 

The Japanese ousted the Chinese as ex- 
ploiters and made numerous efforts to dis- 
place Formosans by Japanese settlers. 
How far they succeeded in this was always 
a Japanese military secret. But we have 
all seen occasional reports of the culpable 
disposition of Japanese settlers in For- 
mosa to drift back home. The Formosans 
didn’t like the Japanese, and were very 
quick with their knives. : 

Formosa has a population estimated at 
6,000,000. Estimated, for no Japanese cen- 
sus taker ever dared to go into the native 
villages. Mostly these people are Ma- 
laysians, proud, tenacious, industrious, re-

sistant to alien intrusion, Japanese or 
Chinese, 

We wrested Formosa from the Japanese, 
and assumed that the island had to go 
back to China, which had done nothing 
, whatever to win it. Its present position is 
legally uncertain. We have no treaty of 
peace with Japan; therefore, the transfer 
of sovereignty over Formosa is legally de- 
fective. The island is still contraband of 
war, in our hands. 


Has our State Department ever can- 
vassed ‘the idea of turning Formosa over 
to the Formosans? 

From our distance Formosa looks like a 
speck in the Pacific, but the area of the 
island equals Massachusstts and Connecti- 
cut combined. Six million people are a 
third more than the population of Den- 
mark, twice the population of Norway, not 
far short of the population of Sweden, Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands and Eire. 


Formosa is a self-sufficient area. It 
produces its own food and fibers. Small 
areas produce camphor and quinine for 
the. world trade and the profit of Japanese 
merchants and landlords. 


Why should not Formosa be free, a na- 
tion among the nations of the oceanic 
crescent, Indonesia to the Aleutians? 


We could not permit Formosa to be a 
rendezvous for Chinese Nationalists, plot- 
ting vainly for a lost cause, a cause we 
may regret but cannot set up effectively. 
We could not act merely to defeat a main- 
land regime we do not like. But it is 
American to support the independence of 
peoples too long subject to oppressive 
imperialisms. 


Why should we not extend our good of- 
fices to the Formosans, a brave and 
worthy people, too long a mere pawn in 
the policies of Oriental imperialism?

In the last year or two there have been 
many evidences of the need for more in- 
tensive study and action to cope with vari- 
ous phases of the crime problem in Ala- 
bama. A growing realization of this need 
has resulted in several definite attempts 
to improve matters: 

1. We have had two investigations of 
prison conditions—one by an unofficial 
composed of legislators and 
the other an official legis- 
lative inquiry. 

2. The outbreak of floggings by hood- 
wearing hoodlums in the Birmingham dis- 
trict led to the formation of the Committee 
of 500 to aid law-enforcement agencies. 

3. Bail bond practices here led to the 
enactment of legislation intended to be 
remedial, and to recommendations by the 
Birmingham Bar Association for correc- 
tive measures. 

4. Flagrant abuses of parole powers since 


What is needed is an intensive, sustained, 
co-ordinated movement, under competent 
direction. 

Crime problems are not peculiar to Bir- 
mingham and Alabama alone, of course. 
Other citles and states have them. In 
some places, organized efforts have been 
made to improve matters, with notable 
success. 

One such place is St. Louis, where a 
Crime Commission is now being organized 
under the auspices of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Some of the problems worrying St. Louis 
are similar to those found in Birmingham 
and elsewhere in Alabama.

Capt. Karig’s volume covers the fast- 
moving tinal months of naval warfare in 
the Pacific. Unrevealed details of Leyte, 
Mindoro and Luzon as well as the fighting 
for Iwo Jima and Okinawa, are given by 
men who were there. The tale of the 
Kamikaze is told as never before.

As he says: “The campaign is unique for 
variety and multiplicity of weapons em- 
ployed and for co-ordination between sea 
power, ground power and air power. And 
certainly no campaign in modern history 
is more fraught with ferocity and misery; 
none has blazed more brightly with hero- 
ism and self-sacrifice. So, although this * 
story is one primarily of naval operations, 
we have endeavored to describe the strug- 
gie for Guadalcanal as a whole, subject to 
the limitations of space, time and imper- 
fect human knowledge.”

it is more than ever apparent 
that as a portrayal of the Jate 
Alexander Woollcott and some of 
his ultra-theatrical set cronies, 

is just this side of comic-strip 
drawing. 

The revival, 
Gordon, has the added authority 
of having the poisonously clever 
Sheridan Whiteside played by the 
originator, Monty Woolley, still 


virtually’ spitting the words at 
cast or audience. Mr. Woolley, 
who played the role something 
like 700 times on Broadway and 
in the movies, is by now indis- 
tinguishable from the character, 
(or perhaps he always was.) Any- 
way, he gets every last laugh 
coming in the taunts sprayed like 
prussic acid from the sententi- 
ously sentimental cobra of a radio 
literateur. Personally, I think 
Mr. Woolley no funnier in the 
rele than Clifton Webb, who 
played it here in 1940, and he is 


|not nearly Webb’s equal in suave 


insinuation or the varied nuances 
of sarcasm. In Mr. Woolley’s 
waxen-pale countenance and lec- 
ture platform intonations, I gath- 
ered the enervating effects of 
long repetition in the role. But 
even with the occasional hint of 
mechanical playing, it is still me- 
chanical perfection in a part 
fitted to him like a morning coat, 
so he makes a first-rate show 
out of Sheridan Whiteside. 

I always looked askance on the 
rise of the Woollcott legend sim- 
ply because it bred so many imi- 
tators who confused boorishness 
with wit, and had none of the 
Woollcottian caustic cleverness or 
elegant turn of the phrase. In 
any event, the type is always fun- 
nier back »f footlights or lightly 
parodied in books, where the bad 
manners can be turned on other 
people and therefore qualify as 
fit propellents of humor. 

The supporting company gath- 
ered here as targets for the 
Whiteside barbs.and victims of 
his plots is on the whole not a 
good one. Jay Presson, a sort 
of Lucille Ball type, was the only 
one in any way three-dimensional 
as the Whiteside secretary who 
has managed to put up with him 
for 10 years. Gloria McGhee, 
displaying a handsome figure, had 
her moments as the witch of an 
actress. Don Peters as the small- 
town newspaper man, was like- 
able. The rest were pale, overly 
broad or weak performances.

LARGE AUDIENCE HEARS 


ve AGANINT QUARTET 


s String Ensemble Presents 


Numbers by Beethoven, 
Haydn, Dvorak.

The second concert in the 
Ethical Society chamber music 
series was given last night at 
Sheldon Auditorium by the Paga- 

tring Quartet. This organ- 
ization now has an avid follow- 
ing in St. Louis and most of 
them were evidently in attend- 
ance last night for the hall was 
jammed. 

The Quartet played a conven- 
tional program topped by Beeth- 
oven’s Opus 130, one of the mem- 
orable five quartets which rep- 
resent, to most musicians, the 
farthest reach of musical think- 
ing. In the Opus 130 the com- 
poser achieves some of his most 
striking effects with a remark- 
able simplicity of means with at 
times a seeming innocency hover- 
ing on the surface. The Paganini 
ensemble’s closely integrated and 
essentially straightforward per- 
formance was free from self-con- 
scious attempts to suggest pro- 
fundity by tricks of dynamics or 
arbitrary modifications of tempo. 
Their playing was precise, fas- 
tidious in its inflection and just- 
ly ordered in its pace. The de- 
sign of each section was clearly 
exposed; and its most expressive 
parts—such as the miraculous 
cavatina—were presented with a 
reticence that demanded the ut- 
most control and brought the lis- 
tener to an attitude of intense 
concentration. 

The quartet led off with crisp, 
graceful reading of Haydn’s 
Quartet in G Minor, Opus 74 No. 
‘5, and followed with Dvorak’s 
familiar “American” uartet. 
Like the “New World” \Sym- 
phony it uses American material, 
but in both cases it is refracted 
through the mind of a composer 
whose residence in the United 
States was physical rather than 
Spiritual. But even with a Bo- 
hemian accent the tunes are ap- 
pealing and became more so as 
deployed in this sensitive, close- 
ly shaded, tonally beautiful per- 
formance. 

The Quartet was in top form, 
in fact, throughout the concert 
in the essentials of precise 
phrasing, tonal blending and 
rhythmic vitality. The large au- 
dience was fervently demonstra- 
tive. The quartet played two 
encores, the final movements of 
Beethoven’s Opus 18 No. 3, and: 
of Haydn’s “Lark” quartet.

Confusion in Asia. 


These are great purposes, could 
we adopt them and achieve them. 
For what we are facing in Asia is 
above all the tremendous risk 
that its connections with the 
Western world will be broken. 
They would be broken, of course, 
if all of Asia became Communist 
and owed its allegiance to Mos- 


cow. 

I do not think that is likely to 
happen everywhere — certainly 
not very soon. But what could 
happen, and will, I think, if we 
refuse our responsibilities, is that 
much and most of Asia will be- 
come a no-man’s land of quarre!l- 
ing principalities and factions, 
cut up within itself, and cut off 
from the Western world by its 
own disorder. ; 

And in Europe what we are 
facing, I have come to believe, is 
that great nations which should 
be our partners in the promction 
of peace will grow so habituated 
to being our clients that they 
cease to contribute their own best 
judgment to the problems of the 
day. 

Blanket on Independence. 


The Marshall plan has done 
much good that it was imperative 
to do. The worst aspect of it is 
that we are not getting from Brit- 
ain and from France their own 
true judgment of the great issues. 
They have had to think about the 
appropriations committees of 
Congress when what we needed 
desperately is their independent, 
unfrightened, uninfluenced con- 
tribution to the problems which 
We cannot possibly know enough 
to solve all by ourselves. 

That is why the sooner we can 
extricate them and ourselves from 
the Marshall plan, substituting 
another system of stabilizing the 
world economy, the better for us 
and for them.

The Case of Col. X 
And Trapped Gunner 


By Myles Standish 


HE current discussion of euthanasia brings 

to mind a strange case of mercy shooting 

that occurred in China in 1945 when I was 
stationed there with the Fourteenth Air Force. 

* cee The central figure 
was Lt. Col. X, 
the commander of 
a fighter - bomber 
group at a forward 
base in south-cen- 
tral China. The 
Colonel was the 
type of young, nat- 
ural leader brought 
out by the war— 
handsome, husky, 
with a soft, pleas- 
ant Southern man- 
ner and a deter- 
mined mouth, 
: x» e ; Though his home 
v4 Wa p> hy was in Texas, he 
knew many St. 

Louisans, having been graduated from Washing- 

ton University here. He was essentially a man 

of action, direct and forceful, certainly not the 
philosophic type. I doubt if he had ever given 

\ _ five minutes’ thought in his life to the subject of 


uthanasia, now troubling many of our best 

— Migdical and religious minds. But the problem 

was thrust suddenly and tragically in his lap 

one day and he had to look into his soul and 

make his decision in a matter of seconds. Being 

the man he was, he made the decision and 
never, so far as I could see, regretted it. 
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A B-25 BOMBER, coming back from a mis- 
sion, overshot the field’s runway, crashed down 
a 60-foot embankment and burst into flames. 
The Colonel, in the alert shack at the time, 
jumped into a jeep, raced to the runway end 
and scrambled down the bank. Other rescuers 
were there, and Col. X took charge. While 
some men battled the flames, others started 
pulling out members of the crew. One man was 
dead and one was unconscious in the rear sec- 
tion. In the flight compartment, the pilot was 
still alive and moving. The co-pilot was crushed 
to death beside him. Both were dragged out as 
the flames, fed by gasoline from a broken wing 
tank, shot 50 feet into the air. 

The sergeant-gunner in charge of the top tur- 
ret back of the pilots was pinned back of the 
co-pilot’s seat~he had been standing right back 
of the co-pilot on the landing. The steel armor 
backing of the seat was pressed tightly into his 
legs, like the jaws of a trap. His legs, mired 
deep in the twisted under-wreckage, were bat- 
tered and crushed. The sergeant was moaning.

SEVERAL RESCUERS, climbing into the 
broken cabin, pulled hard on his body while a 
couple of others tried to pry the wreckage off 
his legs with crowbars. They couldn’t bend the 
steel jaws of the trap. An Army doctor climbed 
in and tried to get in position to amputate the 
legs. He couldn’t reach down far enough. He 
came out, glanced at Col. X and shook his head. 

“Pull him loose,” the Colonel said. 

Several of the men grabbed the trapped 
sergeant’s arms and shoulders and pulled, with 
others pulling them. The sergeant’s agonized 
screams rose above the roar of the flames. 
Sweat streamed down the faces of the rescue 
workers as they tugged at him. The fire began 
to crisp their eyelashes and eyebrows. They 
simply didn’t have the strength to pull the 
sergeant free. One shouted to the Colonel: 

“It’s no use, sir.” 
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“GET OUT,” said Col. X. They scrambled 
out. The flames were licking at the flight com- 
partment. The sergeant’s shrieks continued to 
make the scene a nightmarish horror. It was 
up to the Colonel then. Everybody looked at 
him. They could stand there and let a man, al- 
ready suffering horribly, burn to death, beyond 
their help. Or they could do something about 
it. I don’t pretend to know what thoughts 
flashed through young Col. X’s mind then. He 
never told anyone. He took his .45 automatic 
from the shoulder holster, stood 15 feet from 
the trapped sergeant, and took careful aim. He 
fired twice. The screams stopped. 

* * * 

COL. X DIDN’T HAVE to fire those shots. 
Nobody would have blamed him if he hadn't. 
He was risking imprisonment and his Army 
career on that moment. 

They charged him with “voluntary manslaugh- 
ter” at his court martial. Seven calonels tried 
him. No one brought up the question of eutha- 
nasia as such. Army regulations are exact, and 
a court martial is no tribunal to weigh the estab- 
lished moral law. Col. X’s counsel tried to 
show the Colonel acted “irrationally, under 
great emotional strain,” and introduced medical 
testimony to cast a reasonable doubt on whether 
the gunner died from the two mercy bullets in 
his head or from the flames that swept over him 
a few seconds later. 

The defendant did not testify. He sat through 
the trial quietly and calmly, offering little com- 
ment. The court deliberated a half hour, then 
returned its verdict. Acquittal. Lt. Col. X 
saluted the court, walked out and flew back to 


his command.

ASE V-292: When Phillip, the second oldest of our five 
children was 9 years of age, he came to me with the fol- 
lowing question: 

“I wish:I could earn some money,” he began. “So have 
you any work for me to do? I 
want a quarter to spend on Satur- 
day.” 

Psychologists agree that chil- 
dren should have money of their 
own to spend. It teaches them 
many wholesome lessons. Prefer- 
ably, however, they should earn 
it, so they will realize that money 
is simply minted human energy. 
Life makes no allowances for any- 
body, so the “allowance” plan is 
not as psychologically sound as 
letting the child earn his spend- 
ing money. 

a 

EVERY PARENT SHOULD thus set aside some special 
household chores which are “pay jobs." Don’t make them too 
difficult for your child. Adjust the tasks to his mental age. 
And be fair in your pay scale. But don’t overpay and thus 
spoil the neighborhood wage scale for mowing lawns, raking 
leaves, baby sitting, etc. 

Children should have their regular duties in the house 
which are part of their rormal chores and which don't war- 
rant pay. But special duties like mowing the lawn, tending 
the furnace, washing windows, or ironing, are contract jobs 
and warrant pay. 


* * 

YOU CAN ALSO set mental chores by which youngsters 
can earn their spending money while accomplishing some- 
thing of permanent value. 

We have used the following plan. Since I myself, with 11 
years of college education, don’t know all the stanzas of a 
single song, religious, patriotic or sentimental, I decided to 
pay our five youngsters for learning certain wholesome songs. 

So I set a rate of 25 cents apiece for every hymn or song 
which they could sing through all its stanzas. I stipulated 
certain anthems like “The Star Spangled Banner” and “Amer- 
ica,” plus other American classics such as “Old Black Joe,” 
“My Old Kentucky Home,” etc. 

Then I selected two dozen church hymns and Sunday 
School songs. Our children reacted enthusiastically to the 
plan. Mrs. Crane and I would hold the song book and make 
sure they would sing all stanzas perfectly. 

At that time Judy was 6 years old but she qualified for 
her wages on this plan and the older boys even began coach- 
ing 4-year-old Danny and 3-year-old David. 

With the latter I was a little lenient and also paid them 
entirely in pennies, for the psychological effect. They en- 
joyed themselves while their older brothers and Judy were 
becoming diligent music teachers. |

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He Teaches the Blind to Read --- or Bow! 


Bernard Krebs, Who Lost Sight as a Boy, Directs = Braille ‘Ubrery

in 1919, there was_little a blind 
person could look forward to ex- 
cept work in a broom factory or 
peddling pencils in a tin cup. 
Krebs decided he would do 
neither. : ; 

The other day, not long after 
the anniversary of the tragedy 
that took from him his last 
glimpse of light 30 years ago, 
Krebs talked to this reporter of 
some of his dreams that have 
come true and of others that 
fell by the wayside. 

Now librarian of the New York 
Guild for the Jewish Blind, the 
remarkable and not-yet-40 Krebs 
presides over the largest hand- 
transcribed library of individual 
copies of books in Braille in the 
world. He has written a guide 
for Braille transcribers that has 
come to be known, not as the 
book of the month, but the book 
of the decade. He has invented 
a guide rail for bowling alleys 
to. enable blind persons to in- 
dulge in the sport of bowling. He 
has invented a system to enable 
blind persons to play bingo and 
revised a Braille shorthand sys- 
tem for blind stenographers. He 
has played in national bridge 
tournaments and achieved such 
recognition as a teacher of Braille 
to both the blind and the seeing 
that he was recently drafted for 
the presidency of the National 
! of Transcribers, 
Binders and Teachers of Braille 
without ever having been a mem- 
ber of the. organization. 

No long-hair, despite his repu- 
tation as a scholar, Krebs’s great- 
est enthusiasm right now is over 
the guide rail he invented for 
blind bowlers. 

“Do you ;realize,” he asked, 
“how few sports and other forms 
of recreation there are for the 
blind? Now with this guide rail, 
which is compact and portable, 
blind people can bowl in any 
public alley. The rail can be at- 
tached to the floor without harm- 
a the surface and so blind bowl- 
ing teams can bowl in any vicin- 
ity. You think it impossible for 
the blind to bowl? You should 
see some of our Guild bowlers 
in action.” 

Krebs’s invention of the bingo 
board for the blind has brought 
hundreds of pleasant evenings to 
the blind who come to tHe big 
building at Sixty-second street 
and Broadway that houses the 
New York Guild for the Jewish 
Blind. 

“Regardless of race, creed or 
color, everyone is welcome,” 
Krebs pointed out. “To be wel- 
come here, to use our library, to 
play bingo or enjoy any of the 
other activities, there is only one 
requirement to be met—you must 
be blind.” 

In the Guild library, there are 
in 
Braille; most of them are titles 
not to be found in other Braille 
libraries and most of them were 
transcribed by volunteer workers 
for the Guild. Before a book is 
transcribed into Braille, Krebs 
clears the title with the Library 
of Congress.

previously transcribed, or if it is 
not scheduled to be published in 
Braille, a Guild volunteer worker 
is asked to get to work on the 
transcribing of a book requested 
by some blind individual. Not 
only are the books available to 
the blind of the New York area, 
but they are sent all over the 
United States. Records in the 
Guild library show that blind per- 
sons in St. Louis have read 101 
volumes borrowed from the Guild 
Braille library in the last three 
years. According to Government 
decree, Braille volumes are sent 
through the mail free. 
eo. eS 

ECAUSE it is a costly, tedious 

and lengthy process to tran- 

scribe a book from type into 
Braille — even with a volunteer 
doing the work—libraries for the 
blind are limited. 

“For instance,” says Krebs, 
“take ‘Gone With the Wind.’ It 
is a fat enough book in type but 
it takes 34 volumes in Braille, 
each twice the size and weight 
of the one book in type.” 

At the age of nine and dream- 
ing of becoming a big league 
baseball player, young Krebs met 
with his first accident. He and 
his sister were experimenting 
with a brother’s flashlight powder 
in the basement of their home. 

“We were going to show each 
other how a photographer acts.” 
Krebs says. “I got shown all 
right. When the smoke cleared 
away I had lost two fingers and 
the sight in my left eye.” 

Only a few months later, Krebs 
fell into an unprotected sidewalk 
cellarway and lost the sight of 
his right eye. Now totally blind, 
he was placed in a Yonkers home 
for blind children, but from the 
very beginning he began to fight 
the handicap of blindness. He 
couldn’t play baseball, but he de- 
veloped into quite an athlete and 
in a public school athletic league 
won prizes in the standing: broad 
jump and 100-yard dash. He won 
a scholarship and plunged into 
journalism at New York Univer-

sity, bent on the idea of some- 
how establishing a daily news- 
paper in Braille for the blind. 

“I wanted to prove,” he says, 
“that the blind are capable of 
something besides basket weav- 
ing, piano tuning and other tra- 
ditional work. Vocational oppor- 
tunities for the blind are some- 
what better today than they were 
then, but they’re still too limit- 
ed.” 

Krebs says that he was like so 

many other college graduates that 
came out of the universities of 
our countries during the depres- 
sion. He had great dreams but 
the country couldn’t afford them 
just then. He couldn’t get back- 
ing for his newspaper in Braille 
and so he turned to teaching. 
Soon he became the librarian for 
the then-fledgling library of the 
New York Guild for the Jewish 
Blind and before long he was one 
of the vital cogs in the organiza- 
tion. Here was a scholar who 
would sit up most of the night 
translating into Braille while a 
sighted person read to him, and 
a down-to-earth friend of the 
blind who realized that a device 
to enable blind people to play 
such an innocuous game as bingo 
could put great pleasure into 
their lives. 
* Today in the library over which 
Krebs presides, a blind person 
may borrow a volume of Shakes- 
peare or buy a pack of playing 
cards in Braille; he may borrow 
the score of Verdi’s comparatively 
obscure “Simon Boccanegra” in 
Braille or buy any one of a num- 
ber of games involving the use 
of dice with specially deep “spot” 
indentations. 

“What usually happens,” laughs 
Krebs, “is that the game is soon 
thrown away and a good game of 
blind craps is in session.” 

Married to a pretty young 
woman he met at one of the ac- 
tivities of the Guild, Krebs says 
he leads the same sort of life of 
any other New Yorker. Both he 
and his wife, Mrs. Naomi Krebs, 
who operates the Braille tele-

Question: Once the pack has 
been frozen, how can it be un- 
frozen when the rule states that 
at such a time the player may 
draw the top card only to make 
a meld with two natural cards of 
the same rank? If only the top 
ecard is taken, doesn’t the pack 
remain frozen? 

Answer: The top card may 
never be taken without taking the 
entire pack. Most published laws 
avoid the ambiguity of the state- 
ment as quoted in your question.

That Word “Preamble.” 


OU do not have to look up the 

derivation of ‘‘peripatetic” to 

find out what it means, for a 
great philosopher made this word 
famous. Aristotle’s walking about 
while instructing his students did 
more to establish its significance 
of “walking about” or “itinerant” 
than all the dictionaries in the 
world which point out its compo- 
sition from ‘“‘to walk’”’ and “about.” 
But with the word preamble it 
is different. 

“Preamble” has not had pub- 
licity such as Aristotle gave to 
peripatetic, nor is the link so 
obvious between its etymological 
meaning and the sense in which 
we are familiar with it today. We 
know “preamble” in the sense of 
an introduction to something, such 
as a document—a statute, a book, 
a speech—and we extend it to 
signify an introduction in other 
connections.

Yet this is another word 
which, etymologically at least, 
started with a walk!

Brazen Theft of Kansas City Ballots 


Burglars Who Blasted Election Board Vault Careful

(Ninth in a series of articles on 
unsolved crimes, political corrup- 
tion and gangster-influence in 
Kansas City.) 


KANSAS CITY, Jan. 17. 


HIEVES turned a key’ and 

blithely walked into an Elec- 

tion Board storage room on 
the ground floor of the Jackson 
county courthouse. On the top 
three floors of the skyscraper, 
deputy sheriffs and jailers went 
about their duties. Down the 
street, at the Muehlebach Hotel, 
President Harry S. Truman was a 
guest. It was the night of May 
27-28, 1947. 

Once inside the storage room, 
the thieves (there were two or 
more) draped cheesecloth ballot 
sacks over ventilators to muffle 
sounds and to prevent light from 
shining into the adjoining garage, 
used by deputy sheriffs. 

Then one burglar, a profession- 
al safeblower, went to work. ‘He 
punched nine small holes in a 
steel door leading into the vault 
and found that explosives would 
be needed for this job. He pound- 
ed off the dial of the combina- 
tion with a hammer. In the hole 
left by the dial, he placed nitro- 
glycerin, holding it in place with 
a roll of yellow soap. Taking his 
time, he tied a wet feather pillow 
over the charge to muffle the ex- 
plosion. Then, with two batteries 
from a flashlight, 14 feet of wire 
and a detonating cap, he set off 
the charge. 

The noise, an investigator said 
later, probably was no louder than 
that of “a rat falling off a pan- 
try shelf.” 

The blast caused a bulge in the 
inner and outer steel doors of 
the vault, making it easy to pry 
them open. They were thin doors, 
only about an eighth of an inch 
thick. 

Inside the vault, the thieves 
found four green steel boxes. 
Three were 'padlocked and each 
of these was'sealed with gummed 
paper, bearing the signatures of 
the election commissioners. 

It was perfectly obvious to the 
intruders, especially to one of 
them familiar with Election 
Board records, that these were 
the boxes they wanted. Inside 
were ballots cast in the August 
1946 primary—miscounted by 
election officials and then re- 
counted by the Jackson county 
grand jury. As a result of that 
recount, 71 persons had been in- 
dicted for vote frauds. 

The thieves broke the padlocks 
with ease, then selected 7965 bal- 
lots, from 32 of the 34 precincts 
checked by the grand jury. Most 
of the ballots were from the First 
Ward, controlled by Charles Bi- 
naggio, and from the Second 
Ward, run by doughty Henry Mc- 
Kissick. 

Left behind by the thieves were 
ballots from one precinct of the 
First Ward and from a precinct 
of the Fourteenth, the bailiwick 
of Tim Moran. There was only 


.one slight error in the selective- 


ness of the burglars’ work. They 
didn’t know that late that after- 
noon three election officials of 
the Fourteenth Ward precinct 
also had been indicted. If the 
thieves had known about the late 
afternoon indictments, they un- 
doubtedly would have scooped up 
the ballots from that precinct, 


too. 
x * * 


AVING found what they want- 
H ed, the thieves loaded the bal- 

lots into sacks and left the 
building. No one saw them enter; 
no one saw them leave. The theft 
was discovered about 7:30 in the 
morning, when the office opened 
for business. 

Less than 12 hours before the 
thieves broke into the vault, the 
county grand jury had made its 
final report, saying it had found 
“ballots deliberately miscounted 
and false returns made.... 
wrongful, illegal and wholesale 
marking of ballots, vote buying 
and bribery ... gross negligence, 
carelessness and indifference on 
the part of judges and clerks.” 

But as a result of the well- 
planned burglary, long weeks of 
investigation by the grand jury 
were nullified. Without the bal- 
lots, the state cases against the 
71 election officials and some of 
their political sponsors collapsed. 
And the theft also was respon- 
sible in large part for the collapse 
of Federal vote fraud charges 
against another group of defend- 
ants. 

First the election itself and then 
the theft of the ballots attracted 
national attention. In the Fifth 
Missouri District, which is partly 
in Kansas City and partly in the 
outlying area, Representative Rog- 
er C, Slanghter was “purged” by 
the Democratic party at the

urging of President Truman. 
Slaughter lost to President Tru- 
man’s candidate, Enos A. Axtell, 
but by only 2301 votes. (Axtell, 
in turn, was beaten in the general 
election by Republican Albert L. 
Reeves Jr.) 

After the grand jury finished 
recounting the ballots, it expressed 
the belief that Slaughter was 
“deprived of the nomination by 
a fraudulent miscount of votes 
and by other types of fraud.” Two 
other candidates also had been 
“counted out,” the jury found. 
The report said Perrin D. Mc- 
Elroy had been deprived of the 
nomination for presiding judge of 
the county court (the job in which 
Truman first gained attention) 
and Michael W. O’Hern had been 
cheated out of the nomination 
for prosecutor. 

“Our investigation,” the jury 
said, “revealed a deliberate, cal- 
culated and premeditated plan to 
miscount and steal votes.” 

All the major Democratic fac- 
tions, eager to. please’ President 
Truman, had joined forces to 
support his candidate in that elec- 
tion. The factions were those 
headed by James Pendergast, 
nephew and heir of Boss Tom Pen- 
dergast; Binaggio, McKissick, Mo- 
ran and George R. Clark. Since 
that election, the Pendergast fac- 
tion has declined in strength and 
Binaggio has become the major 
Democratic figure, aided by Mc- 
Kissick and Clark. 

When the brazen theft was dis- 
covered, deputies of Sheriff Jean 
A. Purdome and city detectives 
began a frantic, embarrassed in- 
vestigation. They were joined 
quickly by agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and the 
Missouri Highway Patrol. 

Early in the investigation, po- 
lice learned that 17 janitors and 
maintenance men worked in the 
building from 5 to 11 o’clock on 
the night of the theft. Among 
them were Joe Falco, head jani- 
tor, who had served a term for 
arson; Wilbur Davis, Negro, who 
served six months in jail for man- 
slaughter, and Joe Russo, who had 
been convicted of liquor law vio- 
lations and carrying concealed 
weapons. Each janitor had a pass- 
key to the offices. 

Then it developed that dozens 
of persons had keys that would 
open any door in the building. It 
would have been very simple, po- 
lice found, for the thieves to get 
a key that would open the court- 
house and also the Election Board 
storage room. 


Next, police sought to learn 
who was in the building between 
midnight and 7:30 am. They 
found the only building attendant 
on duty during those hours was 
a one-legged elevator operator and 
watchman, Harry Sutton, 61 years 
old. The regular watchman, who 
is deaf, was on vacation. 

Sutton reported all the janitors 
and maintenance men had left the 
building by 11:30 p.m. But Sut- 
ton’s freight elevator was several 
hundred feet from the vault of 
the Election Board, and around 
a corner. 


Then the investigators turned 
their attention again to the clues 
found at the scene. These were 
meager—the disassembled flash- 
light, the batteries, a piece of 
twine, a bar of yellow soap, the 
wire used in setting off the charge 
and a pillow tick with marks of 
the explosion. There were no 
fingerprints. 

About 10 days after the bur- 
glary, an odd thing was dis- 
covered. Two more sacks of bal- 
lots were missing from the vault. 
These had not been examined by 
the grand jury. The ballots were

“There is something more be- 
hind the burglary than the news- 
papers have shown or the police 
have found out,” Binaggio volun- 
teered. “It goes deeper than just 
the stealing of some evidence.” 

Jim Pendergast declared 46 of 
the 71 defendants were not affili- 
ated with his organization, al- 
though many were Democrats. He 
dismissed the ballot theft as 
“stupid.”

N the night of the successful 
0 safe-cracking, police learned, 

there were many impromptu 
celebrations in saloons frequented 
by members of the Binaggio, Mc- 
Kissick and Moran groups. Police 
hoped someone would talk a little 
freely at one of the celebrations 
and a helpful “stool pigeon” 
would carry the word to Police 
Headquarters. But no useful in- 
formation came in. 

Although FBI agents took over 
the investigation by agreement of 
all the law-enforcement agencies 
the afternoon the crime was dis- 
covered, an intensive inquiry by 
the FBI did not begin until June 
3, almost a week later. The be- 
lated full-scale investigation was 


McKissick had worked in one of 
those precincts, the Seventeenth. 
Apparently the thieves expected 
indictments if those ballots ever 
were examined. They, therefore, 
selected the sacks containing 
those ballots from among many 
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ordered by the Department of 
Justice after the county prose- 
cutor, James G. Kimbrell, said he 
had evidence that Federal laws 
had been violated in the primary 
election. Until then, Attorney 
General Tom Clark, now a mem- 
ber of the United States Supreme 
Court, had held there was insuffi- 
cient evidence for a federal in- 
quiry. 

Now 31 months have elapsed 
since the brazen burglary, one of 
the boldest crimes committed in 
a city long accustomed to crimes 
contemptuous of law-enforcement 
agencies. The FBI, the Kansas 
City police, the Jackson county 
sheriff and the Missouri Highway 
Patrol still are working on the 
case, but have not succeeded in 
cracking it.

Fix It Yourself

F -you live in one of the many 

sections of this country where 
’ me are | the water contains lime, then 
_te 10:00 , you are doubtless familiar with a 

-~ situation known as “clogged-up 
, 104.1 | hot water heating coils.” 


What you can do in this situ- 
| ation is to have a new set of coils 
| installed; but this can be sort of 

expensive after a few times. A 
better remedy, if the coils are 
made of brass or copper tubing, 
is to remove the lime deposit 
‘with some acid. 


| You have to take the coil out 
of the heater and set it upright 
in a pan. Now you mix one part 
muriatic acid with seven parts 
water and pour this in at the top 
opening of the coil. It will drain 

and flow out into the 
pan, Scoop it up and run it 
through until the acid has dis- 
solved the deposits in the coil. At 
| this point it’s time to stop with 
| the acid and start rinsing out the 
_coils with plenty of fresh water. 
After this has been done, the 
‘coils can be returned to the 
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CRIBS ——> ‘14° 
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(Water. 
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Take it easy with muriatic acid. 
Wear rubber gloves and old 
| clothes and a pair of goggles over 
/your eyes is well worth while.
